Just previous to the opening of the 


Revolutionary war a most despicable 
and causeless crime was committed la 
tbe Ticinlty of JonnBtowa. Pa., which 
might have given great trouble alon< 
the border.

U said, will tit the inclosed passenger 
concourse of the ucxv Union station to 
be built by the Pennsylvania and the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad companies 
in Washington, says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 
This station 


with its appioaches xvlll cost $14,(XH),- 
000, and it will be the largest and mo*t 
costly if not the handsomest railroad 
station iu the world. 


A general description of the station 


has recently been prepared. 
Marble, 


steel, glass, mahogany and bronze are 
the materials to be used iu the con- 
struction of this great building, nnd 
Burn ham of Chicago, the architect of 
tho famous "White City." has evolved 
some new ideas for what he terms 
"an appropriate gateway to the uu- 
tiou's capital." 


This structure will have a frontagt 


of 700 feet, xvith a depth of IJoO feet 
and a height of 100 feet. Three great 
arches, each thirty feet \vide and flftj 
feet high, xvill open into a vestibule 
with triple domes, sixty odd feet high 
and thirty-lhe feet in diameter. And 
from within this vestibule there xvill 
be a vista through arches and dome* 
of more than 300 feet ou either side. 
Built on classic lines, this structure 
will be impressive as well for symme- 
try as for its massiveness. 


Much of the interior o/ the station, 


embracing an area approximating 100,- 
000 square feet, xvlll have a clear space 
overhead of 100 feet. Although it may 
contain thousands of people, there will 
be no lack of fresh air. The main 
waiting room xvill have a barrel vault 
ceiling 100 feet high and a floor space 
230 feet long and 1(50 feet wide. 
The 


main dining room in to be 07> by 100 
feet in dimensions, with a height of 30 
feet, and there is to be a ticket lobby 
110 feet long, 54 feet wide and about 
05 feet high. These are but three fea- 
tures of a wonderfully capacious aud 
comprehensive building designed for 
the comfort and convenience of trav- 
elers. 
Perhaps the m6.st remarkable 


section of the structure xvill be the 
great passeujfr concourse, which runs 
the entire length of the main building 
and is entirely inclosed, being 130 feet 
wide aud SURfeet high. 
This will be 


as attractive as artistic decoration can 
make it, and there will be enough room 
in it to give 10.000 persons a sijuare 
yard of room each lo stand in. 


Resides its handsome furnishings in 


mahogany, this station xvill have all of 
the modern appliances for public com- 
fort and convenience. Itaugago will be 
handled below the struH level, and 
there will be numerous underground 
tramways to carry it from one part of 
flic building to another.

A 
person at one end of a wooden l>eam 
will hear a pin scratch made at tho 
other end. though the person making It 
may hear no sound at all. This fact is 
sometimes employed as a test of tho 
soundness of the beam, for the exi>eri- 
mrnt will fail if the intervening wood 
be rotten.

The removal of th« old First Pws> . 


byterian church, PlttsburR. from IU 
ancient site on Wood street to mak* 
room for a big business building 
makes necessary the abandonment of 
the historic old graveyard which ha* 
been for so many generations one of 
the quaintest sites of the city. Its re- 
moval draws attention to one very In- 
teresting grave dating from the c«a* 
tury before the last. In the portion of 
the churchyard over by the Trtnltjr 
church stands an old and much de- 
faced headstone. 
If its inscriptiom 


were restored it would read: 


"Mio-Qua-Coo-Ua-Caw. or Red Polo, 


Principal Village Chief of the Shaw- 
anese Nation; Died at Pittsburg the 
18th of January, 1797. Lamented 07 
the United States." 


The latter part of this Inscription 


was literally true. 
Red Pole was a 


noted Shawaneee chieftain of the pow- 
erful and warlike Shawanes* trib*. 
He was a steadfast friend of the Amor* 
loans, and in many instances did tft* 
frontier settlements an incalculable) 
favor by warning them of approach!** 
attacks on the part of the redakia*. 
These great kindnesses he did bo- 
cause he looked en the presence of tho 
white men as a blessing to the In- 
dians, if the latter should be wloo 
enough to learn the white man's Tir- 
tues and shun his vices. 


Red Pole's prominence and friend- 


liness brought him into great esteem 
In the country along the upper Ohio) 
valley and he was welcomed heartily 
wherever he went. 


The winter of 179K-7 was an unuiw- 


ally rigorous season. It began eartr 
and was long continued. The snow* 
were very deep and the teraperaturo 
lew for long periods. 
The rlt«r» 


closed Nov. 23 and did not break up 
till Feb. 3. During that winter a party 
of Wyandot and Shawanese brave* 
had made a visit of some Importance 
to Philadelphia. When on their re- 
turn they reached Pittsbnrg. Red Polo, 
vvho was one of the number, was 
taken sick with an affection of tho 
lungs, resulting from the exposures of 
the perilous 'ournoy. Every care wmi 
given the sick man. Dr. Bedford, a. 
leading physician of the infant city, 
and Dr. Carmichael. an army surgeon, 
attended him assiduously, but aft** 
lying with much suffering 
for Six 


weeks the chief died. There was A 
ceremonious funeral and the burnt 
was in the old ground now being dlo- 
tnrbed.
